Chicago, Nov. 21.— But two points 
prevented a peaceable adjustment of 
the Chicago City Railway atrllM Fri- 
day, and tha Indleatloni FHday night 
ware that these obstacles will be fi- 
nally overcome and that a settlement 
will be reaciicd Saturday. A virtual 
cessation of hostilities has been de- 
darad by both sides whlla tha present 
paaca nagotlatlons are In prograM, and 
aa all the Interested parties appear to 
be making every effort to bring the 
struggle to an end, there seems a lll<e- 
lihood that all differences will be modi- 
fled to such a degree that arbitration 
win follow. 

Mayor Carter H. Harrison and his 
aldermanic peace commission, after 
laboring for three day.s succeeded in 
getting a representative of each of the 
contending parties to meet in confer- 
enoab All the conferences heretofore 
hara been aeparata, but at tha sug- 
gestion of Mayor Harrison Friday 
afternoon the opposing sides agreed to 
meet. Col. R. R. Bliss, general coun- 
eel for the company, was authorized 
-by President Hamilton to act for the 
cranpany, -and Clarence S. Darrow, 
coonsel for the strikers, was given au- 
thority to act for the strikers. An 
hour later the two attorneys held a 
conference in the ofTice of Col. Uliss 
and discussed a basis of settlement. 
The result of the conference wlU be 
submitted to the directors of tha road 
for final action. The decision of the 
board of directors will then be sent to 
Mayor Harrison and the aldermanic 
committee, who will submit it to the 
executive board of the strikers union. 

After the conference between Col. 
Bliss and Mr. Darrow, It was learned 
that the company had made two prop- 
ositions to the union, Col. Bliss sub- 
mitting them to Mr. Darrow. The 
propsltlona were: 

First, that the company shall have 
the right to discipline and discharge 
its employes as it shall choose, but 
this shall not be construed to mean 
tjbat any discrimination Is made 
against union men or non-union men. 

Second, mat the company formulate 
the methods by which grievances of 
its employes shall be adjusted in the 
future. 

The understanding is that the com- 
pany laid down these two proposals 

as the principles which must he grant- 
ed by the unidu liel'ore further nego- 
tiations could Ix' entered upon. 

Mr. Darrow submitted the com 
pany'B proposition to tha union, after 
which he said that the strikers had ac- 
cepted the proposal of the coinpanj- 
with immaterial modifications. 

In their turn the men submitted a 
proposition on the routing of cars. 
This is tt^ matter that will come be- 
fore the board of directors of the 
campany for their consideration.

— Samuel Gompers 
will be opposed for tlio presidency of 
the American Federation of Labor 
when that organization elect officers 
Baturday. The socialism element in 
tka eonrentlon held caucosai during 
tha noon recesses Friday and decided 
to BOmlnato DelcKato Ernest Kreft, of 
the Philadelphia Typographical union, 
as a candidate for the presidency of 
tha federation. The speech of Presi- 
denh Gompers in oppoaltkm to social- 
ism has aroused considerable feeling 
among the socialist delegates, and de- 
termined efforts will be made Satur- 
day to elect one of their own number 
as president of the federation. 

The feature of the proceedings Fri- 
day was the aceeptanea of the report 
of the committee on executive coun- 
cils' report on the Brewery Workers 
tr(.iil,iiK The committee's report 
recommended that the Cincinnati

000; Boston Shoe Co., |15,000; Manu- 
facturers' .Shoe Co., |.'),000; Rodgers & 
ICrull, jewelers, $40,000; Charles B. 
Smith's Bona, hatters, $15,000; J. T. 
Johnson a Co., opticians, $2,000; 
Heath's billiard parlor, $7,500; English 
ICitchen restaurant, $1,000; W. B.

Washington, Nov. 21. — A suggestion 
hab been made, wlil( h seems to me»'( 
general approval, that the senate flx s 
time for voting on tha Cuban bill 
about the middle of December In th« 
regular session, and that the extra 
session adjourn sine die before TliaiikR 
gi^ ing. No proposition has been mad; 
openly In the senate, but efforta an 
making to bring abeqt audi as agree 
meat. 

It was learned Friday night that 
strong opposition has developed in thi 
house to an adjournment of the special 
session prior to passage of the bill t( 
make the Cuban treaty effective. Lead 
ers of the house base their opositior 
1(0 the program suggested on tlu 
ground that a special session havii.ji 
been convoked by tha president for a 
specific purpose It would not ha aoarte- 

ous to niljouin the session until gCtlon 
Is had, and also contend that speedy 
legislation is needed in order to ac- 
complish the purpose for which con- 
gress was called tofot^. 

Washington, Nov. 21.— Sonato— Tho 
senate held Its longest sitting of tha 
session Friday, beginning at noon and 
concluding at 3:15 p. m. The entire 
time was consumed In debating a mo- 
tion to refer the Cuban reciprocity bill 
to the committee on foreign relations. 
The political line was sharply drawn 
in the discussion, the republicans ad- 
vocating such reference and the demo- 
crats contending that the measure 
should go to the committee on finance. 
The motion prevailed without division. 
The debate served to bring out some 
incidental references to thr tncrlts of 
the bill. Mr. Teller took occasion to 
correct published reports that he has 
hope of defeating the bill or that he 
intends unduly to obstruct Ita consid- 
eration. Messrs. Allison and Aldrich 
announced their willingness to have 
the bill go to the foreign relations 
committee, but they united in an ex- 
pression of opinion that such reference 
should form no precedent tor the refer- 
ence of revenue bills In the future. 
Mr. Allslon also denied that there was 
any iJuri)ose of revising the tariff by 
reciprocity treaties.

"SIGNING THE PROTOCOL." 

The Painting Presented to the United 
Stataa Government 



Washington, Nov. 21. — A painting 
by the French artist, Chartran, repre 
Milting the signing of the protocol of 
jti ace betiween the United States and 
Spain has been presented to the Unit- 
ed States government by H. C. Frlck, 
of Pittsburg. 

The painting is large aivl loutainii 
the figures of the late President Mc- 
Klnley, in whose private offlce In the 
white house the protocol was signed, 
and the figures of the then secretary 
of state, Hon. William R. Day; the 
French ambassador, M. Jules Cambon, 
who represented Spain in the negotia- 
tions and tboia of two or three others 
who were present at the algnlng of the 
historic document. 

The painting hangs now in the room 
where Secretary Day and Ambassadoi 
Cambon appended their signatures to 
the protocol, the apartment be\ne used 
by President Roosevelt as his study.
